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A DISCUSSIO” ON TIT ESTAPLISMVINT OF THE “COKI"FORE" BY NI‘E EUROPEAN STATES

Just at the tire shen Soviet-American relations reached a critical stage, Koscow 
suddenly made the following announcements 

"A meeting was held by the Communist Parties of the nine Evrepean states > 

the Soviet Union, France » IKaly, Ceeckoslovakia, Poland, Rumania, Bulgaria, 

Yugoslavia end Hungary - durior the latter Fart of Sertemher 1947 and 

Probless in connection with the Present situation were discussed. As a 

result of this meeting, an official Cozmunist information bureau, the 

"“Cominform" (Ch'ing Pao chu A + ‘i ) was organized with ite head: 

quarters et Belgrade, the capital eity of Yugoslavia", 
Evidently the "Third Internaticnal® ~ Cormunist Internatioral or the Comintern, - 
which wae "dinsolved" in 1943, is new veing fartly reorganized in order to give 
opposition to the "dmrerialisx of the United States, , 
The Chen Li Pao ( FE MAL), a newepaper, reported that at this conference 
the following decision had been reached: "Because of the lack of cooperation 
among the Cormunist Parties of the various nations, it is deemed necessa ty to 
establish the Cominform . This lack of cooperation during the present state of 
affairs in very serious, and rest experiences have clearly proved suck a condition 
detrirental to the Corrunist organization, At present it is absolutely necessary 
that the Communist Partica of the varicus nations discuss their rroblems and plan 
their activities tocether.* 
At the meeting the reaults of the ineffectual Comrunist Party policy edorted in 
the rast core fully brought te lickt. It is evident that there is not only a lack 
of cooyeration among the Cormunist Partice of' the various nations, but also, because 
the Cormunist Parties have all cone ebout their individual ways, Frotecting the 
intcrests of the capitalists in their omn country, they have come into keen 
ofrosition with one another. For exanple, the French Cormuniats ignored the 
declaration of the Soviet Government ané voiced their surrort of the French 
imperialists! claims to the Ruhr, Sear, Rhine and other territories, which action 
gave rise to yrotests from the Germar Cormunista; the Italien Communists objected 
to the stand taken ty the Yugoslavian and French Corrunists on the Trieste question; 
and the Communists in South Korea opposed the "Five-year Plan” of Korean trusteeship 
as fropesed by Soviet Russia. Such controversies among the Communist Parties are 
decreasing their value as diplomatic tools of the Kremlin. Past experiences have 
proved this to be true. Therefore » it is imperative that the Communist Parties of 
various nations reconsider their Folicies ard direct their activities in such a 
manner as to serve again the interests of the Kremlin. 
But how and by whom were these mistakes made? If the dissolution of the Third 
International caused such ea "lack of cooperation", and therefore, was a "mistake" ,. 
then why wag the Third International dissolved? In order to clarify these questions, 
we must review the past Listory of the Third International. 
The Third International was established in 1919 in order to replace the Second Inter= 
national, which was guilty of betraying the principles of revolutionary internation 
alism by surrorting the imperialistic war and the various capitalistic governments. 
The death sentence cf the Second International Was pronounced by Lenin who established 


the Third International to lead the world in a new revolution. Thus Lenin in 


Arril 1919 changed the name of the Perty to that of the "Communist Party" in order to 
distinguish it from the Social Denceratic Party rhich had betrayed the rrinciples 

of Socialisr. Article I of the Regulations of the Third International as premulgated 
at the Second Comintern Congress in 1920 stated that "the yurpose of establishing 
the International Labor Unien ‘s to call on the rroletariat in tho various countries 
to unite and work for a common roal, i.e., the cverthror of capitalism and the 
seizure of political rever, thereby hastening the establishrent of an ‘Internaticnal 
Soviet Rerublic’." This is in corplete compliance with the aims as set down in the 
Corrunist Manifesto by Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels ~ The ‘Manifesto’ acknowlec red 
the fret that "labcrers have no mother country" and urred the proletariat the world 
over to unite. The four congresses of the Comintern « 1919 to 1922 - all displayed 
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to the fullest euch a spirit. But after 1922, when Lenin hecane very ill, the 
bureaucrats, as represented by Stalin, gradually cane into poner. This was 

caused partly by a depression in the Soviet econory and a deterioration of the 

world revolutionary moverent which gradually isolated the Soviet Unicn from. the 
rast of the world. 

Ta the autumn of 1924 Stalin proposed the conservative doctrine of "one nation 
Socialism” fa op; ositicn to Lenin's “yevoluticnary internationalism". Since then, 
Stalin's foreign rolicy has chenged from enc of world revolution to that of 
maintaining the statue quc. Between 1925 and 1927 Stalin ordered the Chinese 
Cormunists to cocrerate with the caritaliets and disay proved the organization of 

&@ Chinese Soviet at the tire of @ political coup d'etat in China. This reversal 

of rolicy resultod in the failure of the revolution in China. At the same time, 
Stalin also joined forces vith the "yellow" Jahor leaders in Creat Britein and 
erganized an Anglo-Soviet Corrit‘oe, wich successfully rut an end to the ceneral 
laber strike. Folloring t!'s event, Stalin chanred tis oxtrero rirphtist tactics 

to extreme leftist hy invanting such foolish terme as the "Third Period" and the 
"Social Fascists". On the eve of Vitler’s coming to power, Stalin rcfused to 
cooperate with the Social Democratic Party in organisine an anti-Fascist united 
front. And et the tine when Hitler was attespting to usurp the rower in Germany, 
Stalin ordered the German Comeunists to withdray without a fight. Thus, the German 
reveluticn of 1933 thick at first showed great promise nas brought to an untimely 
end by the Kremlin. Irmediately aftur the failure of the revoluticns in China and 
Gurrany, Jayan rose fror the Lant and Eitler from the Vest. War was threatening 

and Moscow had to make another sbeut-face and tura to Great Britain, France and 

the United States for aid. Stalin requested the imperialists to establish a 

"Peace Front" and a “Popular Front" and also asked fermission to join the "League 
of Nations", an organization of the ieperielists for the division of the spoils 

of war. All these tactics of Stalin, however, only served to further the var aims 
of the imperialists and aseist the Fascists in their yropaganda activities to 
neutralize the effects of the lebor moverents. Thus, after the "Popular Front" 

had rut an end to the sit-down strike im France in 1936 and had helped put down 

‘the revelt in Spain, Stalin discovered that ilitler was ready for war- At once Stalin 
turned to Hitler and signed the Nazi~Soviet Pact. The yartition of Poland followed, 
setting off the Second World Ver. But the Pact did not prevent the Soviet Union 
from being attacked by Germany. When the Nazi-Soviet Pact had been abandoned, 
Stalin cence more turned to the imperialists for aid. He also summoned the working 
classes in the imperialistic ccuntrics to "rise end Give their umying surrort to 
the war effort and to the protection of their mother country". He even went so 

far as to urge the people in the colonies to stoy their struggle for raciel equelity 
and derocratic freedom. In order to nin the conficence of the so-called "damocratic" 
imperialists and shew thet he had completely abantoned his plan for a world sccial 
revolution, Stalin, in Hay 1943, officially announced the "dissoluticn" of the 
Comintern. ; ; 

The foreign relies of the master in Krerlin Square continued from bad to worge, 
craccing the Soviet Union nearer an? nesrer to Cisaster. ‘it the sane time, the 
Cormunist Internaticnal hed ceased to ye the nerve-center of the world proletariat 
am heé becore mercly a diploratic tool of Stalin. The changes in the foreign | 
relicy of the Kremlin led the Corrunist parties in the varicus countries te chance 
their pelicics too. Unter the cortrol of Stalin, the history of the Third Inter: 
national becare cne cf endless calamities for the working clesces of the world. 
Consequently, the Third Internaticnal could no longer assist in effecting a 
revolution of the working classes all over the world. : 
Even at this stage, the Bolsheviks were not without a guardian. For the same reason 
the Third International was set up to replace the corrupt Secord Internaticnal, 

the Fourth Internaticnal was organized to replace the deteriorating Third International 
and carry out faithfully the first article of the Regulations of the Third Inter< 
naticnal This "new" International was officially founded in 1938 by Trotsky, a 
co-worker of Lenin and one cf the two great leaders in the October Ravolution. 
Trotsky was a staunch susporter of the original principles of the Bolsheviks and was 
one cf the first to point out the fallacies of the foreign and domestic policies as 
advocated by the Soviet bureaucrats. Further, he was fearless in expressing his 
own ofinicns on the matter and, during the early yeriod when the Leftist oprositioniste 
vere in power, Trotaky issued the following warning: "The bureaucrats of the Soviet 
Union," he said, "are determined to convert the Third International fron a means of 
effecting world revoluticn into an instrument of their foreign policy". In an 
article written in 193€ and entitled "New Advice", Trotsky analyzed the nature of 
and rredicted the future of the Third International, when he wrote the following: 
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"The Third International is able to continue its existence because it is 
Supported, on the one hand, by the Kremlin and, on the other, by the same group 
that suprerts the Social Democratic Party - the imperialists. The murber of 
Communiste who have joined the ranks of the lower propertied-class by working 
in government organisations, laber unions, state and municipal councils, etc, 
hes increased curing the recent yeare. Their dependency on the imperialists in 
their respective countrics has thus greatly becn incrcased and has caused them 
to become leas dependent on the Kremlin. Ten years aro we predicted th-t the 
theory of “One Hation Socialism” would inevitably result in an increased tendency 
towards racialism among the vericus nations of the Communist International - This 
prediction has turned out to be true. Teday, we can confidently predict the 
beyianing of @ new era. The growth of racielise will continue among the member 
nations of the Communist Internaticnal, eack naticn trying to carry ovt its onn 
nationalistic policies indeywndently of the other nations. Because of the facts 
mentioned above and bccause cf the fear of losing her imperialistic friends, 
licseoa will eventually try to dissolve the Communist Internaticnal." 
These few staterents of Trotsky not only predicted the official dissolution of. 
the Communist Internaticnal (Cor! atern) by Stalin, = which did occur five ycars 
efter those staterente tore mada, - but also the friction that soule develop and 
Cid develop among the Cormunist Partics in the varicus ccoun'ri¢s after the 
“dissoluticn". Tho "disscluticn® of the Corrunist Internaticnal ant the friction 
among the Communist Partics all originated from the sanc cause, i.t., the 
intensification of racielism among the Conrunist Partice in the varicus countries, 
which in turn was caused b: the abandonmunt cf the r voluttonary internetionaliam 
ty Stalin and his aderticn of the principle of "One Maticn Socialism’. 
Tke “dissclutien" of the Third Internaticral was only the internment of an already 
“decaying corpse". The gonuine ideologies of Corrunism and internationalism were 
entirely lost fror the tive Stalin turned Communism into an instrument for 
realizing his own ambiticns. From then on the Third Internaticnal did more harm 
than rood for the revclution of the proletariat, having become merely an 
instrument of the Kremlin in its attemrt to protect itself. The reason 
Roosevelt nanted the Third International dissolved at that time was that it was 
the instrumert of the Xromlin. Today the United Status 4s continuing its rolicy 
of isolating the Scviet Union from the r.st of the world. To counteract this, 
the Sovicts hove organized the Cominforn of the Nine Evropean countries. Stalin 
wanted to revive his former ‘instruront" jin the shape of the Cominform. Now, if 
the United States were to cxert extreme pressure on Moscow, Stalin would make his 
"instrurent" more "leftist", thus creating an effective counteracting influence. 
On no conditicn has Stalin any intention of reviving the revolutionary spirit of 
internat?cnalism and aiding the socialistic moverents in the varicus parts of the 
world, This point was confirmed by the report cn the conference of the Nine 
European countries, In the declaraticc at this conference, the duties cf the 
Communist. in the various countries were confined only to the following: 

"To fight for recial freedor anc the sovereign integrity of one's ecwn 

country and to lead the people in resisting aggression and opposing the 

irrerialists in their rrogrem of expansiont 
Article 1 of the Repuletions of the Third International xas mentioned neither 4n 
this declaraticn nor in any other declaration. Although the Third Internaticnal 
has Yecumed partial oreraticn, the capitalist: ani dpperialists the world over have 
risen in fear an’ attacked it veherently. All this forced Stalin quickly to ceny 
the fact treat the Cominform is the successor ef the Cormunist Internaticnal., On 
li Cetober 1927, Stalin made tho fellaving statement to the ‘rebel merbers of the 
Later Party of th: British Parliaments 

"The eats*listront of the Comirforr of the Cormunist Party is definitely 

net the revivel of the Cormunta% Internaticral, and shall is no way chance 

Seviet Russia's desire to improve relations with the United States and | : 

Great Pritain.* 
In crder to convince the people further, Stelin ras quoted as saying - according 
toa. P. dispatch of 23 October 1947 ~ thet "the duties of the Communist Inter- 
naticnal were to create closer ties between the laborers of the various countries 
and to teach them lesderstip, At present, tcwever, the world situation is entirely 
cifferent. The Communit Partica of most countries have already becoma the powerful 
representatives of the people, have great responsibilities and include in their 
ranks many able, experienced leaders. Hence, there 1s no need now for setting up 


a new Cor~unist Internaticnal to lead these Communist Parties". This statement 
certains the mest audacicus and contradictery lies ever told. Following are the 
reasons! 


1. Early in 1848, Karl Marx anc Friedrich Eryels had already advocated the need 
for an international organizat‘on for the werkinre class, It was only natural that, 
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‘. since the caritalist croup was doninating the world, the working class in the 
various countrivs should unite an¢ overthrow this ercuy. and rerlace it with a 
socialistic society. Thus, with such alogane as “Laborers have no mother country" 
and "Let the proletariat throughout the world unite", the First International was 
born. The Second International ras set up imredintely after the failure of the 
First International, hut this elso did not last long. Lenin founded the Third 
International hycause the Second International hed abandoned internationaliam for 
nationalism. After the Cetober Revolution the proclamation in connection with 
the “Rirhts of the torking Class and Trose Who Had Been Yictinized by the 
Capitalists" clearly stated that “the aim of our new rolitical order is to 
organiza a socialistic society based on the principles of Socialism ani to establish 
it rapidly throughout the world” When Stalin "sinplified" the airs of the 
Communist International, he was merely trying to covur ur his betrayal of the 
princizles of Lenia. 

2- The Cominform, which was recently organized by the Nine Eurosean Nations, has 
openly acknowledced that "there was a lack of cooperstion among the Communist Partics 
in tho various countries". And yet Stalin had the audacity to state that "there is 
ne need now of setting ur a new Communist Internaticnal” to bring abcut closer ties 
betreon the Communist Parties in the various countries. Whet an utter contradiction! 
3- At the conference of the Mire :urosean Nations it was decided that "The — 
Comintorm shell assume the rcsponsibility of regulating the activities of the 
Communist Partis in the varicus ecuntries whenever it ia theupht necassary". 

This ie an evidence of the existence of friction amere the Comrunist Parties in 

th. varieus countries tccause of the inercased tondency towards racialism among the 
members of the Communist Parties. The Comirform was established to remedy this 
Situation. By serving as the haadquartcrs of ‘al] the Communist Parties, it will 
issue orders, and cirect and control all rarty activities. In a published 
declaration, the Cominfcrm han vehenently attacked Arerican inperialdiem and called 
upon the Communists in the varicus countries to rise and fight arainat the invasion 
of the imperialists. The Cominferm will also be the nerve center of the Communists 
in their fight against the capitalist countries of the world, led by the United 
States, now trying tc isolate the Soviet Unicn. 

In the yast, Stalin has hac complete control over the Third Internaticnal, ordering 
the Communists in the varicus countries to obey him implicitly and to serve him as 
his obedient servants. On no account has Stalin allowed them to have any freedon. 
Today, while he is trying to convince the world that he never did such a thing, 

he is still continuing suck. a sractice by controlling the Cominform in the following 
ways: (1) The Headquarters of the Cominform is in Yugoslavia, a country under the 
centrol of the Kremlin, and (2) the Cominform conference was conducted by Zhdanov 
and Malenkov, two prominent figurca in the Soviet. Communist Party who are thought 
most, likely to succeed Stalin. The increased tendency towards non~cooperstion among 
the Communists in the vario.s ccuntries only served tc show all the mere why Stalin 
urgently insisted upon the establishment of the Comirform, and did not in the 

least yrove that Stalin had ahandoned bis plan of controlling the Communists. 

4 If the Communist Partics in most countries have already become “powerful 

and capeble of indeyundent leacershiy, az Ftalin has boasted, then there noule be 

a stronrer reason, and e@ much cesier way for these Cormunist kartics to seize the 
political rower, overthrow the capitaliats and set up a proletariat forr of govern= 
ment in their r-arective countries. But this is far from being the case. Today 

the Kromlin is confining the activities of the Cormunists in the varicus covntrica 
to cooperation vith the capitalists. The Communists’ rrentest here is to participate 
in a united covernment, and they care not prorono any changes in the rrererty- 
ounerskip system nor bring up any class issues. In other vords, a "new demceracy", 

a mocificd form of tke ideal, 4s being substituted for Socialism. Such anti- 
revolutionary ;clicies of the Krurlin have resuited in the dying down of all post-war 
revoluticrar; movanents, and in the failure of the Cormunists tc take acvantage of 
favorable situnticns to further their ends, thus civine Faseism a chance to revive 
again. Further, suck relicies Lave mate tt possible for Soviet Russia to be destroyed 
b; the Atomic Romb of the United Statcs. Therefore, in the face of such a crisis, 
the Soviet Unirn shculd be calling on all the working classes in the world to wake 
up and unite. Rut instead she is beasting that “the Communist Parties of most 
countries" are very “powerful” and do not need any "lescership™., How foolish and 
ridiculous this really is! Further, which countries did Stalin mean by the so-called 
"most countries"? And is it still necessary to establish a "Communist Internaticnal® 
in order to lead the Communist. Partics in these other countries where the Communists 
are not so "powerful"? If it is not necessary, then the Third International need 
never have been established. 
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We can find innumerable cther instances to cite in order to show how Stalin 
contradicts himself. But he hirself is net ashamed of it. Having once fallen 
into tke maze of eontr-Zietions, he can find no way out. Only yesterday he cave 
in to Roosevelt by 4issolving the Third interpaticnal, but today ke has acain 
resumed ita rortdal oreraticn ir erder to oppose Truman. Yet Stalin is also 
feaying the partial re-orgenisaticn of thy Corrunist International! Tomorron, 

ia another solitieal move, he max in all rechability dissolve the Comintern arain. 
Ie not this evidence enough to prove that the Third International is only a tool 
to be used by Stalin in his political machinnt ions? Today, Stalin has not only 
uroken away from the tradition set by Lentr, but kas alse become incapable of 
understanding the rast tenctings af Lenin. Stalin's policies during the rast 
twenty years brought about one disaster efter another, resulting finally in the 
invasion ef Russian territory by the Gernan Army. It was only threuch the 

heroic resistance of the Ruasian workers and peasants that the Seviet Union was 
saved. But ina twinkle, the evil and absolute fower of bureaucration has once 
agéin brourht Soviet Russia tc the threshold of another war -:an Atomic War with 
the United States. Sovict Russia can now he saved from total destruction only by 
the victory of Socinliem nct only in Ruseia but also in the verious countries 
throughout the world, Today, the laborors and the oppressed people in Europes and 
all over the world, are working and groping their way towards Socialism. In the 
opposite camp, the capitalists cf the varicus naticns, suprerted by the United 
States, are trying to adort a mere effective ruling aystem - Fascism. Unfortunately, 
at tris crucial wonent, the Kremlin has chosen the middle path and formulated an 
empty ideology of its omn, called the “nen democracy" ani is thus obatructing the 
advance of the peasants and workers of the world alone the road of Socialisn. Today, 
Stalin has attempted to make use of an cld instrument, the Communist International, 
by re-organizing it for traitorous purroses. he rereat here thet in order to save 
the Soviet Union and the world from another wer catastrophe, and to lead a new 
world revelution of the proletariat to vietory, we must all gather under the banner 
of the new International ~ the Fourth interneticnal, which alone is strictly 
adhering to the true spirit cf Lanin‘s Internaticnalisn. 


THE THIRTIETH ACWIVERSARY OF THE RUSSIAN OCTOSER REVOLUTION

The 30th Anriversary of the Soviet Octeber Revoluticen is drawirg near. This 
Reveluticn resulted in the turning ever o* the political pewer of a nation to the 
bands of the proletariat for the first tine in history. It broucht abeut the 
overthrow of the systcm of privete cwunership by the capitalist class and substituted 
the system of “public ewnershir” er Socdalism. The October Revolution marked the 
beginning of a new era in history and raved the way for a brighter future for mankind. 
Lenin kad stated that "the October Revolution ia the prelude to a world revolution". 
By that Lenin meant that ke was var from being satisfied with the establishment of 
Socialism in Rusia by the overthrow of the Caer and the capitalists and the 

Setting ur of a Russian Government dominated by the industrial workers and peasants, 
ang that this Revelution must also sprua¢ to all parts of the world. He would not 
be satisfied until Sceiaiism had attained its goal of domirating the entire world. 
The ‘Third International" which vas organized after the October Revoluticn had as 
its Jurjese the realization of this ideal. Under Lenin and Trotsky, the Third 
International propounded definite theories and principles ané set ur a strong 
foundation for future activities. In fact, this organizaticn became the true leader 
of a world revclution during the firet fer years of ita existence. If it had 
continued to grow, no doubt it would have been very successful. Unfortunately, 
after the death of the creat leacer, Lenin, bureaucracy, as represented by Stalin, 
immediately tock control of the Soviet Unicn ané the Third Internaticnal (Comintern) - 
In corplete disregare for the princirles ef the Octcher Revolution, Stalin expounded 
the reactionary theory of 4 "One Nation Secialiam’ (— WW) in Russia. He not only 
disrerardec the rights cf the prelitariat but also conlucted a jurge of the 
Bolshevik iarty. "Class strucrle" turned intc "class cocreraticn" when Stalin 
further souslt to eccrerate with the varicus rroperticd classes ard the imrerialists 
cS other countries. As a result of this cocreraticn, the Revoluticn in Chire in 1927, 
the Rovelution in Gerrany in 1932 and, later the revolutionary movererts in Srain 
an! Dicnce ended in faiivre, and this failure brought abcut the rise of Fescism in 
these ceurtries - Faseism, which wa cone ef the principal causes of orld Var It. 
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Prior to World far TI Stalin planned to coorerate with the "“derocratics 
imperialistic countries of Grust Britain, United States and Pranee in order to 

set ur a “derocratic bloc’ against Fascism and Frevent ancther ‘world war. But 

on tke eve of the outbreak of Sorld fier II Stalin signed the Sovict-Nazi Pact 

with the "devil of Fasciso", Adolf Hitler. When the Nazis broke their promise and 
attecked the USSR, 1t was act Jong before Stelin had again to ask the United Stetes ; 
and Great Aritain for help. Stalin even went so far as to dissolve the Comintern 
SO a8 to cain the confidence of Roosevelt. Thus, during ant even after the Second 
sorld Wer, Communists in the varioua countries had to cooperate with the social 
dewocretic rarti.s and sto; all their anti-war and Trevolutiorary activities, These 
are the cold facts behind Stalin's beter of the ideals of the October Revolution 
and thy teachings of Lenin. Because Stalin is still acting in complete disregard 

of the objectives of the Octobe> Revelution, a third wcrld war with the United 
States is in the mazirr. Such a disaster is inevitable unless al? the oprreesed 

am exyloited peoples of the world unite anc helr to save the situntion. If not, 
Socisi‘om, the clorious sroduct cf the Octcber Revelvticn aml tke salvaticn of 
nankint, mill co coun to defoat under the destructive rower of tha atoric bomb. 

The enly way to save this ericis is for the reople ef the zorl¢ to unite under 

the basner of the “Fourth Internaticnal" and cerry on the ohjectives of the October 
Revelution. Capitalism mst be destreyed and replaced by world Socialisr. In 

orcer to accomplish ttis, the people rust first liberate therselvca from the clutches 
of Stalin's bureaucracy and folloz the sectrires of Karl Karx. And, not until thon, 
will there be any reascn for conmemorating the anniversary of the October Revelution. 
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
